ELECTRIC FISHING. 


The Albatross, the new steamer 
just completed for the deep sea 
navigations of the United States 
Fish Commission, is equipped with 
a novel search-ligbt which may 
result ina revolution in sea fish- 
eries. It consists of three electric 
lights, each of 16 candle-power, in- 
closed in a hermetically sealed 
glass case. It is expected when 
this lantern is sunk in the waters 
its glare will attract the fish, which 
can then be taken by a net drawn 
from beneath it. The contrivance 
is designed solely for use in secur- 
ing rare fish from the bottom of 
the ocean for scientific purposes; 
but why might it not be employed 
in takiug fish for food? The charm 
ofa brilliant light for fish is well 
known, and fishing at night with 
totches has been practiced from the 
earliest times. If the large fish of 
the ocean are affected by a brilliant 
light as the fish of rivers and small 
streams are, the electric light may 
play an important part in the great 
industry of procuring fish from the 
sea for food. 


POPULATION OF (THE WORLD 


The statistician of the San Fran- 
ciseo Exchange says the present 
population of the world is estimated 
at 1,424,000,000. The area of the 
land is 52,000,000 square miles, so 
that were the land divided equally 
among the total population, each 
person would have 5-14 of a square 
mile ar about 45 acres. Assuming 
the first man was created 6,000 
years ago, the average population 
the same as now, and the average 
duration of human life 33 years, the 
population of the earth would have 
been during the whole time 258,- 
909,090,909, which would allow 
about one-eighth of an acre to each 
individual.

Great 
astonishment is mauifested. as the firm 
was thought to be strong. Liabilities, 
$100,000, and, so far as known, the 
only availeble assets consist of a lien 
upon the Mexican gunboat Democrata 
to the amount of $20,000. The imme- 
diate cause of the catastrophe was an 
attachment leviea by A. B. McGill on 
the Mexican gunboat. This in turn 
brought others and led to the discov- 
ery that Dickie Bros., who had con- 
tracted for the repairs of the Demo- 
crata, were heavily in debt and unable 


to pay.

Millions of Back Pay for the Cen- 
_ tral and Union Pacific Roads. 
WASHINGTON, May 3. 

It is understood that Secretary Folger 
will very soon issue a circular of in- 
structions to the proper officers direct- 
ting that money due branch lines of 
subsidy railroads must be paid. It 
appears that the Pacific railroads ap- 
plied to the President to have the 
money paid to them under the decision 
of the Supreme Court, and he referred 
the matter to the Attorney-General for 
‘ah opinion. It is learned that the 
opinion of Brewster is that the roads 
must be paid. The opinion was sent 
to Folger and the latter will ect upon 
it at once. As above indicated, this 
action will resultin the payment to the 
Central and Union Pacific railroads 
of a vast sum of money running away 
up into millions. Ever since the 
Thurman act went into effect, under 
which the Pacific roads were charged 
25 per cent. of their net earnings to 
satisfy the claims of the Government, 
money for varryjng mails and general 
transportation of army aud Indian 
supplies has been withheld on all“ 
lines operated by these. companies. 
Under this practice a large sum due 
for carrying mails, etc., over Utah, 
Colorado and Nebraska branches of 
the Union Pacific and Southern Pa- 
cific and other lines operated by the 
Central Pacific has been withheld. 
Under the opinion of Brewster 
not only all these railroad lines 
must be paid hereafter, but what 
is past due must be paid up. Of the 
8,000 miles of road operated by the 
Central and Union Pacific only 2,400 
miles, or that actually built under the 
subsidy act, is subject to the Thurman 
law, and on these lines only can the 
Government withhold money earned 
in transportation as a setoff for claims 
against the companies., The decision 
will make a big hole in the surplus 
which has been piled up by the Post- 
office Department for the last year. 


An Unexpected Indictment for 
Murder. 
HARRISBURG, Pa., May 3. 
The Grand Jury yesterday returned 
an indictment of murder against Hou. 
Phil. B. Thompson, Jr., for killing 
Walter H. Davis April 27th. The re- 
turn was made late in the afternoon.

Descriptien of a Section of Coun- 
: try in Southern Oregon that 
Ought to Attract Settiors. 
Harney valley is about 25 miles 
square, is nearly level, and em- 
braces some of the finest land in the 
country. Probably three-fourths: 
of the entire valley is swampy in 
character, and two lakes, Malheur 
and Harney, lie in the southern 
part. Sylvia’s river, a stream of 
no mean proportions, puts into the 
valley in the northwest corner, and 
flows southward to Harney lake, 
and is the southwest boundary of 
the Malheur reservation, which 
bas but recently been restored to 
the public domain. The swamp 
land referred to produces excellent 
hay in unlimited quantities, while 
the mountaip ranges surrounding 
the valley arecovered with a thick 
growth of bunch grass, recognized 
by all stockmen to be the finest of 
wild grasses for stock. Numerous 
small streams put into the valley 


from all sides, affording abundaut 
— irrigating purposes where 


In the northern partof the val- 
ley the bottom lands along the 
creeks are arich black loam cov- 
ered with sod, while ou the higher 
ground the same soil with a liberal 
sprinkling ef sand is found. A 
heavy growth of wild rye and rank 
ebrush is found on this, and the 
soil bas the appearance of being 
able to produce anything with 
roper care. No attempts at farm- 
ng have yet been made in the sur- 
“a portion of valley. 

‘Phe climate ig much the same as 
that of Goose ke, Surprise and 
other valleys in Northern Califor- 
nia. The most serious drawback 


with is the misrepresentations of 
its climate by parties having large 
stock interests in the vicinity, as 
these are desirous of keeping out 
settlers, that they may reap ‘all 
the advantage of the magnilicent 
range. 

Every suggestion heretofore made 
in regard to raising grain or other 
crops has been met with such a 
storm of ridicule from those — Bs 
ested in discouraging such indus- 
tries that no attempt at cultivation 
has been made. When it is con- 
sidered that there is now in the 
Harney valley and adjacent mount- 
ains somewhat like 150,000 head of 
cattle, and that the range is of such 
extent that it is able to furnish feed 
for this vast number of cattle for 
years to come, it is easy to see why 
the cattle men are anxious to pre- 
vent the settlement of the country. 
The mountains to the north and 
northwest of Harney valley are 
covered with a dense growth of 
pine, juniper, mahogany and other 
w but on the south and west 
the timber is very scattering, and 
what little there is consists of 
scrubby juniper and mahogany, 
with a few stunted pines. The 
timber on the north, however, is 
good quality and makes excelient 
lumber, posts, rails, etc. 

The population of Harney valley 
is estimated by those best calculated 
to know at about 300, and is in- 
creasing rapidly. The principal 
settlement is in the northwest cor- 
ner of the valley, where the thriv- 
ing little town of Egan is situated. 
Eighteen miles to the east is the 
settlement in the vicinity of old 
Camp Harney, now abandoned as a 
military post. 

‘Phere is but little grain in Har- 
ney valley, and this is worth six 
to seven ceuts per pound. Rough 
lumber is worth $20 — M at the 
mill, and the cost of hauling it is 
$20 per M. The latter figure is 
higher than there is any necessity 
for, as it could be hauled for less 
with a very good margin for profit. 
An effort is being made by land 
grabbers to make the entire valley 
a swamp land district, and this will 
tend to discou immigration toa 
considerable extent. The line of the 
Willamette Valley aud Cascade 
Military Wagon Road Compan 
passes through the valley, and while 
there is no doubt that this thieving 
corporation bas no right to claim 
any of the land formerly included 
in the Malheur reservation, it is 
certain that they will attempt todo 
so, and this will likewise have its 
influence in discouraging settle- 
ment.

CROSSING SHEEP. 


A Matter of Interest to Breeders 
of Good Stock. 


The improvement of our common 


flocks of sheep has been discussed 
more during the past year than at 


— other time previous, the am.

has a first-class sheep pasture, rich | 
in luxuriant grasses, the attempt to animate the nation they defended 
use Cotswold rams will be rewarded ' 


with but little success, as that bre: d 
only does well under the best con- 
ditions, aud cannot thrive upon 
r or inferior pasturage. Many 
ave found the Southdowns to be 
better for a first cross, where mut- 
ton and not wool is the object, and 
that is, no doubt, the safest cross 
for our common flocks. The Merino 
is an active, foraging sheep, and 
makes great improvement the first 
year, but the carcass is too small, 
though the yield of wool is much 
better. It is of no use to use 
Shropshire or Hamsphire Downs 
for crossing if sheep are to be set 
adrift to pick up a living, as they 
will not answer for such purpose; 
and yet it is a hard matter to over- 
come the common customs of a 
section of country, which makes 
the general improvement of — 
a slow matter. Any breed will 
answer if the conditions are similar 
to those to which the pure breed 
ate accustomed—not that it requires 
the half-breed to receive the same 
advantages as their sires, but the 
improvement of method, and the 
determination to breed up, should 
also be accompanied by the deter- 
mination to improve the systems of 
cultivation of crops and manage- 
ment of stock. There is no half- 
way house on the road to improve- 
ment, and the experimenter must 
push ahead without any stoppages. 


VALUE OF ALFALFA, 
Its Nutritive Qualities When Cut 
at the Proper Time. 

The Kern county Californian, af- 
ter mentioning that alfalfa hay 
does not have a good reputation in 
the market, argues that it is owing 
to the mistake of cutting it before 
itis matured. It is usual to cut it 


when it blossoms, and it reaches 
that state about four times in the 
course of a season. Its nature as to 
nutritive properties is just the same 
as any other grass, which no one 
would think of cutting before the 
seed is either whole or partially 
fwmed. Any grass cut before that 
ine would 4 almost worthless, 
ut that alfalfa is as good as it is, 
cut when it is, well illustrates its 
valuable and nutritive properties. 
But when cut at the right stage of 
growth, as other grasses are, or the 
cereals, when cut for hay, it makes 
the best hay in the world, its 
strengthening aud fattening prop- 
erties being remarkable. It arrives 
at this stage twice, or at most three 
times in the course of the season.’’ 


PROFITS ON POULTRY. 
Hew a Family Can Make Meney 
by Light Work. 

Poultry raising requires much 
care and experience. The multi- 
tude of animals in a new country 


like this that prey upon them and 
the insect pests, require constant 
warfare. Wheu properly man- 
aged, the results are always good. 
Many men have made $1,000 a year 
oma flock of turkeys. They were 
herded and tended closely. Little 
or no grain was fed to them. Dry 
plains have been found to be the 
best for the purpose; and not boggy 
lands where the atmosphere is 
chilly. Turkeys can be driven to 
market like sheep. Chickens are 
quite as profitable. Many a woman 
in this State is keeping the grocery 
and clothing bills square with the 
wroceeds of the poultry yard. The 
abor of children can be utilized in 
this way. They will learn the re- 
sponsibilities of business, and 
qualify themselves for larger work.
